No American can talk about the “missile 
fap ” as a threat to hLs country ’s security 
without coming close to k nowledge of a more 
serious gap—the “miiscle gap.” 
The former is a sjTnptom of the latter— 
not a condition in itself but a condition grow­ 
ing out of condition 
Competition with the Soviet Union for equal­ 
ity in missile power—and for superiority , 
eventually —has turned American minds to 
thoughts about the term s on which cMnpeti- 
tion is waged between absolutist and popular 
governments. 
The Soviet Union can bend every national 
effort to a single purpose if that is the aim 
of the authoritarians in the Kremlin. 
It can concentrate on a missile program at 
the expense of all other programs, if it so 
desires. In Russia there is no popular p ar­ 
ticipation in decisions between guns and but­ 
ter. The guns can be put first by edict. They 
alway s have been put first. 
Thbugh Russians are said to be more aware 
than ever before of their own “butter gap”— 
their chronic shortage of all consumer goods 
—this is not discussed in Russia 
No Russian politician would dream of ris­ 
ing in the Supreme Soviet to accuse the execu­ 
tive power of the Russian government of mal- 
veasance and misfeasance because of the 
disparity in living standards between his coun­ 
try and the United States. 
Yet in the United States there Is lively and 
not alway s accurate di.scussion of a disparity 
in one k ind of arm am ent—the missile gap. 


NO ONE C.AN BE aware of this without 
being aware of the difference between dicta­ 
torship and republicanism. Nor is the aware­ 
ness confined to Americans. 
It was referred to in the French agony 
over .Algerian policy Prem ier Nichel Debre 
used these words in his historic address to 
the National Assembly , when he appealed 
for unity behind President De Gaulle's lead­ 
ership; 
“We do not have enough powers and we 
are not a.sk ing for too many . .An old demo­ 
cratic state where all the mechanisms of the 
state are in a way dressed up in multiple 
legislative texts that at the same time bind 
its actions cannot in the middle of the 20th 
century easily meet either the slow attempts 
at internal demolition or momentary attempts 
at total subversion ” 
The upshot of this k ind of impa.s.sioned 


appeal was to bestow on De Gaulle emerg­ 
ency powers which would amount to dictator­ 
ship, if exercised without consent. What they 
amount to when exercised with consent is a 
nice question for political logicians in France 
and all other republics. 


Prem anent absolutism in France is unthink ­ 
able. as it is in any nation with a tradition 
of 
popular 
participation. 
In 
the 
United 
States, even the relatively mild emergency 
powers granted the chief executive in war­ 
time, are parceled out jealously by Congress. 


NO INSIGHT can be gained in the missile- 
gap dispute without realizing that it goes 
hand in hand with government by argum enta­ 
tion and disputation 
Every civil and military official involved in 
the dispute has wished at one time or another 
for a “ czar” who could put first things first, 
lop off heads and proceed from A to Z with­ 
out grey ing through a maze of departmental 
jealousies, political exoendiencies, economic 
dislocations, conflicts of scientific opinion, hot­ 
spur moralizing and popular government's 
costly trial-and-error routines. 
The question is whether in the long run 
this 
fru.« itrating 
Invironment 
for 
survival 
proves more favorable than the edicts, com­ 
mands, ultimatums and callous disregard of 
dissent that give a totalitarian .state a short- 
run ads'antage 
The answer is not an un­ 
equivocal Yes or No. 
It is an equivocal May be—if . , 
May be—if 
republicanism 
restrains 
Itself 
from foolish excesses of the k ind that k illed 
France's Fourth Republic and now have 
made the Fifth Republic dependent on Presi­ 
dent De Gaulle's tem porary dictatorship 
May be—if the totalitarian state finally falls 
into the booby trap of total dependence on 
personal leadership that becomes .so arrogant 
and wrong-headed it leads to ruin 
It Is not debatable that republicanism must 
do every thing in its power to clo.se the 
“ muscle gap" that has opened between it and 
the ab.solutist state which is dedicated to 
conquest to the world The necessity is self- 
evident. The “ mi.ssile gap” shows why re­ 
publicanism must be strong 
What needs to be made evident Is that 
republicanism can beat totalitarianism at its 
own game, which is quick decisions, un- 
deviating action and sometimes phenomenally 
rapid progress toward objectives that no one 
can belittle, change, or even challenge

Congress Is moving steadily to­ 
ward liberalization this y ear of 
Social Security requirements that 
prohibit beneficiarie.s from earn­ 
ing monthly installments more than 
$1,200 a y ear. 
A report, to be is.sued by a Sen­ 
ate subcommittee within the next 
t’.'o week s, will support arguments 
for changes in the limitation. 
On the House side, where Social 
Security changes m u s t originate, 
the Democratic leader.ship report- 
dely has agreed to push for an 
upward revision. 
The Senate study will be put out 
by the McNamara subcommittee, 
w'hich ha.s held hearings all over 
the country on problems of the 
aged and the aging 
In the draft of the subcommit­ 
tee report, the group notes that it 
“ repeatedly heard requests that the 
retirement test be modified” dur­ 
ing its hearings. 
The Department of Health. Edu­ 
cation and Welfare was ask ed by 
the Senate group, a .subcommittee 
of the health and education com­ 
mittee, to mak e an extensive an­ 
aly sis of the subject 
The conclusion of the subcom­ 
mittee, after study of the analy sis, 
is that liberalization “ might im­ 
prove the employ ment and income 
conditions of the older population” 
and it would not “ raise to any 
noticeable degree the proportion of 
those over 65 that would be in the 
labor force” 
Arguments against liberalization 
have centered around the theory 
that Social Security was designed 
a.s retirement income and not as 
a supplemerit to work ers still in 
the labor force 
This has been the position tak en 


publicly by the chairman of the 
House Way s and Means Com^mit- 
tee. Rep 
Wilbur Mills (D-Ark >. 
House Speak er Sam Ray burn of 
Texas and Majority Leader John 
McCormack of Mas-sachusetts are 
reported to favor an increase in 
the minimum to $1,800 a y ear. 
Rep Mills, it is reported, has con­ 
ceded a need to increase the limit 
to the extent that the $1,200 has 
been eroded by inflation 
Hou.^i« 
informants anticipate some com­ 
promise, perhaps around 11,500, 
might be adopted 
The analy sis, prepared for the 
Senate subcommittee, indicates that 
about two million persons now 
are affected by the current $1,200 
limitation 
The report estimates that 1*4 mil­ 
lion. otherwise eligible for Social 
Security , are not tak ing it because 
they 
work 
full 
time 
and earn 
amounts large enough to prevent 
them from receiving any benefit.s. 
Another 300,000, the report tihows. 
are earning between $900 and $1,200 
and. “ it might be as.sumed that 
most of them, or many of them, 
are deliberately holding their earn­ 
ings just under $1,200 in order to 
get benefits” 
In the third group of about*200,- 
000, earning between $1,200 and 
$2,080, “there are individuals lik e­ 
ly to feel the effects of the pro­ 
vision fnost strongly ” 
The subcommittee concludes on 
this subject; 
“The main point is that 
any 
changes in 
the provision 
would 
have little augmenting effect on 
the proportion of the aged in the 
labor force 
Indeed, it might be 
argued that such changes would 
probably re.sult in a decrease in 
the numbers work ing full time "

No Am erican can talk about the “ m issile 
la p ” as a threat to hts country’s security 
without cornin* close to knowledge of a more 


serious gap—the “ m uscle gap " 
The form er is a sym ptom of the latter— 
not a condition in itself but a condition grow ­ 
ing out of condition 
Competition with the Soviet Union for equal­ 
ity 
in 
m issile 
power—and 
for 
superiority, 
eventually—has turned Am erican 
m inds to 
thoughts about the term s on which com peti­ 
tion is waged between absolutist and popular 
governm ents 
The Soviet Union can bend every national 
effort to a single purpose if that is the aim 
of the authoritarians in the Kremlin 
It can concentrate on a m issile program at 
the expense of all other program s, if it so 
d esires. In Russia there is no popular par­ 
ticipation in decisions between guns and but­ 
ter The guns can be put first by edict. They 
alw ays have been put first. 
Thbugh R ussians are said to be m ore aw are 
than ever before of their own “ butter gap"— 
their chronic shortage of all consum er goods 
—this is not discussed in Russia 
No Russian politician would dream of ris­ 
ing in the Suprem e Soviet to a ccu se the ex ecu ­ 
tive power of the Russian governm ent of m al- 
veasan ce and m isfeasan ce because of the 
disparity in living standards between his coun­ 
try and the U nited States 
Yet in the U nited States there is lively and 
not alw ays accurate discussion of a disparity 
in one kind of arm am ent—the m issile gap. 


NO ONE CAN BE aw are of this without 
being aw are of the difference between dicta­ 
torship and republicanism Nor is the aw are­ 
n ess confined to A m ericans. 
It w as referred to in the French agony 
over Algerian policy 
P rem ier Nichel Debre 
used these words in his historic address to 
the N ational 
A ssem bly, 
when he appealed 
for unity behind President De G aulle's lead­ 
ership: 
“ We do not have enough powers and we 
•r e not asking for too m any 
An old dem o­ 
cratic state w here all the m echanism s of the 
state are in a w ay dressed up in m ultiple 
legislative texts that at the sam e tim e bind 
Its actions cannot in the m iddle of the 20th 
century easily m eet either the slow attem pts 
at internal dem olition or m om entary attem pts 
at total subversion " 
The upshot of this kind of im passioned 


appeal was to bestow on De Gaulle em erg 
ency powers which would amount to dictator­ 
ship. if exercised without consent 
What they 


amount to when exercised with consent is a 
nice question for political logicians in France 
and all other republics 


Prem anent absolutism in France is unthink­ 
able, as it is in any nation with a tradition 
of 
popular 
participation 
In 
the 
United 
States, even the relatively mild em ergency 
pow ers granted the chief execu tive in w ar­ 
tim e. are parceled out jealously by Congress. 


NO INSIGHT can be gained in the m issile- 
gap dispute without 
realizing that it 
goes 
hand in hand with governm ent by argum enta­ 


tion and disputation 
E very civil and m ilitary official involved in 
the dispute has wished at one tim e or another 
for a "czar" who could put first things first, 
lop off heads and proceed from A to 7. with­ 
out groping through a m aze of departm ental 
jealousies, political exoendiencies. econom ic 
dislocations, conflicts of scientific opinion hot­ 
spur m oralizing 
and 
popular 
governm ent s 
costly trial-and-error routines. 
The question is whether in the long run 
this 
frustrating 
invironm ent 
for 
survival 
proves m ore favorable than the edicts, com ­ 
m ands. ultim atum s and callous disregard of 
dissent that give a totalitarian state a short- 
run advantage 
The answer is not 
an un­ 


equivocal Y es or No. 
It is an equivocal Maybe— if . . 
M aybe—if 
republicanism 
restrains 
Itself 
from foolish excesses of the kind that killed 
F ran ce's 
Fourth 
Republic 
and 
now 
have 
m ade the Fifth Republic dependent on P resi­ 
dent De G aulle's tem porary dictatorship 
M sybe—if the totalitarian state finally falls 
Into the booby trap of total dependence on 
personal leadership that becom es so arrogant 
and wrong-headed it leads to ruin 
It is not debatable that republicanism must 
do 
everything 
in 
its 
power 
to 
close 
the 
“ m uscle gap" that has opened between it and 
the absolutist 
state which 
is dedicated to 
conquest to the world 
The necessity is self­ 
evident. The “ m issile gap" shows why re­ 
publicanism m ust be strong 
What needs to be m ade evident 
is that 
republicanism can beat totalitarianism at its 
own gam e, 
which 
is quick 
decisions, 
un­ 
deviating action and som etim es phenom enally 
rapid progress toward objectives that no one 
can belittle, change, or even challenge

A report, to be issued by a Sen­ 
ate subcom m ittee within the next 
tv o w eeks, will support argum ents 
for changes in the limitation 
On the House side where Social 
Security changes m u s t originate, 
the D em ocratic leadership report- 
dely has agreed to push for an 
upward revision. 
The Senate study will be put out 
by the M cNam ara subcom m ittee, 
w'hich has held hearings all over 
the country on 
problem s of the 
aged and the aging 
In the draft of the subcom m it­ 
tee report, the group notes that it 
“ repeatedly heard requests that the 
retirem ent test be m odified” dur­ 
ing its hearings. 
The Departm ent of Health. Edu­ 
cation and W elfare was asked by 
the Senate group, a subcom m ittee 
of the health and education com ­ 
m ittee 
to m ake an extensive an­ 
alysis of the subject 
The conclusion of the subcom ­ 
m ittee, after study of the analysis. 
is that 
liberalization “ m ight 
im ­ 
prove the em ploym ent and incom e 
conditions of the older population” 
and it would not "raise to any 
noticeable degree the proportion of 
those over 65 that would be in the

By compa ring his own cost per 
degree da y with this sta nda rd, 
a home owner a nywhere in the 
United Sta tes ca n figure whether 
his hea ting cost is higher tha n it 
should be. 
Degree da ys represent the dif­ 
ference between the mea n tem­ 
pera ture a nd 65 degrees. If the 
mea n tempera ture for a certa in 
da y is 45 degrees, the da y is fig­ 
ured a t 20 degree da ys. 
To find your own cost of hea ting 
per degree da y look through ywir 
fuel. 
Find out the number of degree 
fuel bills a nd select a period for i 
which you know the ex a ct cost of 
da ys in tha t period by checking 
with your fuel-oil supplier, a util­ 
ity compa ny, or the Wea ther Bur­ 
ea u.

NEW YORK - Heating cest* 
puzzle you? 
One way to tell whether they’re 
high or low is with a variation of 
the system used by fuel-oil sup­ 
pliers to compute their require­ 
ments — by the degree-day meth­ 
od. a method which works with 
any fuel. 
Engineers of the National Min­ 
eral Wool A s s o c i a t i o n have 
worked out a standard of 24 cents 
per degree day as the cost of 
heating a well-constructed house 
of 1.200 square feet with oil at 14 
cents a gallon or gas at Si per 
1.000 cubic feet. 
By comparing his own coat per 
degree day with this standard, 
a home owner anywhere in the 
United States can figure whether 
his heating cost is higher than it 
should be. 
Degree days represent the dif­ 
ference between the mean tem­ 
perature and 65 degrees, lf the 
mean tem perature for a certain 
day is 45 degrees, the day is fig­ 
ured at 20 degree days. 
To find your own cost of heating 
per degree day look through your 
fuel. 
Find out the number of degree 
fuel bills and select a period for 
which you know the exact cost of 
days in that period by checking 
with your fuel-oil supplier, a util­ 
ity company, or the Weather Bur­ 
eau. Divide the number of degree 
days into the total cost of fuel 
This will give you your cost per 
degree day. 
Allowance should he made for 
the size of your house compared 
with 1,200 square feet in the above 
example and for variation in fuel 
cost from 14 cents per gallon of 
fuel-oil or SI per 1,000 cubic feet 
of gas. 
If your heating costs are signifi­ 
cantly higher 
than 
the 
NMWA 
standard, you should do something 
about it. 
More than likely, you need bet­ 
ter insulation. The 24 cents per 
degree day cost is based on a 
house insulated with 6 inches cd 
mineral wool in the ceiling, 3 inch­ 
es in the walls, and 2 inches in 
floors over unheated areas. 
Houses with little or no insula­ 
tion cost consjderably more to heat 
than well insulated houses. 
It would cost about 4 cents per 
d e g r e e day to heat the 1,200- 
square-foot house in this example 
without insulation. Insulation per­ 
mits a saving of up to 
$90 
a 
year to this home owner.
